Claims 51-57 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as allegedly being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter that the 
Applicant regards as the invention. The Applicant has amended Claims 51-57. Accordingly, the 
Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of Claims 51-57. 

35 USC § 101 Rejection 

Claims 51-57 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as being directed to non-statutory 
subject matter. The Applicant respectfully traverses; however, to expedite the prosecution of the 
present application, the Applicant has amended Claims 51-57. Accordingly, Claims 51-57 are in 
a condition for allowance.
